MARCH ON.THE PENTAGON

That night Bruce Camber called, 
He wasn’t in town for the march, 
but we decided to drive over tothe 
Pentagon. 

They wouldn’t let us withina mile 
of the place. We parked where we 
could and walked over, hoping to 
get into the lot where 40,000 de- 
monstrators were spending the 
night, with picket lines and 


‘The whole area was lit by flood- 
lights; it looked unreal and eerie 
- Sort of like anOuter Space scene, 
As we got closer we could see a 
line of MPs, about 10 feet apart, 
around the Pentagon, about 175 ft 
or 80 from the building, They'd 
Jet us stop for a couple of minutes, 
then tell us to move on, showing 
us the way to go. One guy said ‘it 
was a real drag - Lotsa places I'd 
rather be’, 

AS we got closer the MPs were 
tenser, probably from rumors of 
trouble, which broke out at about 
midnight, after we had left, 

We could not get in, and neither 
could groups of people bringing 
bread and blankets for those inside, 
It was 50 cold! 

Bruce and I stopped for coffee 
before I went back to the dorm; we 
shared a table with a couple of guys 
who had marched = not really hip- 
pies. One, a student at a Michi- 
gan junior college, said he admired 
the hippies because they believed 
more in the mind than in material 
appearance, 

T am not sure if this is true; a 
great number ofthe marchers knew 
even less about the war than I do, 
But it is true that they are beauti- 
ful, gentle people, very idealistic, 
I liked the people at the march very 
much; but it was infiltrated with 
Communists and Socialists. Del- 
linger himself, who organized the 
deal, admitted to being a Commu- 
nist, There wasa feeling of some- 
thing dirty about it - like the hippies 
were little Hansel & Gretel child- 
ren who believe in peace and love, 
@ candy house,.and the Communist 
‘witch was luring them into the oven, 

For example, another pamphlet 
T collected says ‘the black ghetto 
uprising and rash of militant 
strikes indicated the depth and ex- 
plosiveness of this discredited (in 
American society), . , .all of it 
stems from the fundamentally o- 
pressive character of American 
Capitalism; of which the slaughter 
of the rebellious Vietnamese pea- 
santry is simple the most dramatic 
external manifestation, . .in brief 
the US Is in Vietnam to suppress 
@ peasant revolution which chal- 
lenges the dominance of the US 
businessmen in Asia. 

Many were at the march simply 
to express discontent with US po- 
licy, There were neo-Nazis, sup- 
porting the US completely, Blind 
patriotism is as bad as blind re- 
Jection of the US; although it’s nice 
to say, unrealisticly, that one is 
against killing and war, one con’t 
Say that we must withdraw just 
because death 1s horrible. 

The immediate effect of the 
march on me was to make me sup- 
port the war completely. But, 
Teading more, I learn too many 
sides, facets, issues, It’s just 
impossible to know exactly what’s 
behind our actions,
